as may still be disposed to meke trouble will do
50 with the odinm aud penalties of treason hang-
ing over their heads. If, on the contrary,
ahe is to assume the semblance, ns well as the
substance, of a republie, the sooner the empty
mockery of a throne is hidden out of sight
the better. At the time when the elections
for the Constituent Cortes were held, n vast
majority of the people were undeniably in
favor of a constitutional monarchy.

Hut there 18 one way in which
the charity may ruin lts purpose; and while this
contingenoy s clearly perceivod, it seems very
difficuit to guard agninst it It has been found
that buildings such as those now being erecled
do not benefit the class for which they were n-
tended, but are occupled by artlsans who can
afford to pay & higher rent, and who previously
lived comfortably enongh elsowhore, glving a
shilling more for rooms perhaps not qulie so
good. In this way, we are afraid, the charity ia
diverted for the benefit of people for whom it
wis never intended.  But the difficulty of the
trust does not only fie in the above faci, but in
ils converse. To exclude is ensy enough, but
the problem Is how to persuade those dwel-
lers among the tombs, the inhabltantz of cel-

Inrs and attles, to comoe forth and live
dleanly and comfortably, and at  the
AR e time, na they neecessarily

must, to subinit to some comtrol. They prefer
to dwoll by familie= in the dirt and indopendénce
of the miserable dens they call thole homes, and
bhave the same aversion to the surveillance of »
maodel lodging house that wild creatures lurking
in o swampy forest have to tho sunlight of an
open eountry. They prefer huddling together
on damp earth to lving in rooms they are
obliged to keep clean, and broken vietuals whoen-
ever they can get them to good meals cooked
for them at stated bours, 1t is not ensy to say
how they are to be gol ot but this is certain,
that wretchedness and filth mean vice and crime,
and although it way be much ecasier and more
respectable to fill the Peabody buildings with
trustees are bound
to look for their tenants in erowded courts and
alleys rather thiun merely o transplant o cortain
uumber of sufliciently thrivingfamilies.

The roported determination of the Prussian
Loveroment not o renew the convention with
Russin for the oxtradition of politienl offenders
tins given rise to much hostile comment in the
Russian pross.  This famous convention, which
crented so much indignation in Eorope in 1883,
bas repeatedly been made the subject of inter-
pellations from Liberal deputies in the Prossian
Ubamber, and it is now zenerally understood
that when the period for which it was made ex-
pires, which will be in a few months, Count Bla-
miurk will allow it to lapse altogether. The
Russian papers polot out that this Is one of the
muny lHMltL’nlll:ug('n for Russia created by the
events of 1866: and that the independent tone
which has sinee then been assumed by the Ber-
lin Cabluet, and especially by Count Bismark,
shows that Prussin, instead of “belng a sure ally,
us formerly, may now become on ocension even
i formidable enemy. They add that the conven-
tion Is one of the moest important guarantees of
the preservition of peace in Poland, and accord-
Ingly urge their Government at once to open ne-
gutintions for Its renewnl.
